The Duel Between 


New Industry and 


South'* Sportsmen 


Years ago when the first major 


manufacturing plant moved into 
south Arkansas I found myself in 
a newspaper editor's dilemma. 


International Paper company es- 


tablished its kraft paper mill at 
Camdrn, and immediately there 
were rumblings of discontent from 
fishermen who said refuse 
from 


ihe great plant was poisoning the 
Ouachlta river. 


From El Dorado one night 
I 


telephoned the Camden mill head, 
for whom Cullendale (mill site) 
was named, that the El Dorado 
News had picked up rumors some 
of the commercial fishermen on 
the river were threatening to dy- 
namite the plant's gas line. Guards 
were put on the line and nothing 
happened. 


Nevertheless there was a tense 


situation for a while. The new in- 
dustry meant millions to several 
counties — and yet it was doing 
some physical damage to the river 
folks. The mill refuse wasn't pois- 
onous; its acid content had already 
been neutralized — but this bulky 
wood waste drifting down the river 
in rafts clogged the gills of the 
fish and they suffocated. 


Later investigation developed the 


fact that the paper company knew 
all about this possibility and had 
guarded against it by providing 
disposal basins for the waste. But 
heavy rains flooded the basins and 
floated the stuff into the Ouachita. 
That, too, was remedied. And of 
course the big mill at Camden and 
the fishermen on the 
Ouachita 


have lived at peace ever since. 


I mention this because there's a 


situation just like it today over 
in Tennessee. In the Chattanooga 
Times I read: 


Fishermen Need Not Fear 
, 


Fears of Chattanooga area sports- 


men that water contamination by 
Bowater Paper corporation's pro- 
posed $50,000,000 newsprint mill at 
Charleston, Tenn., would be harm- 
ful to fish life in the stream be- 
low the plant site appeared to be 
unjustified following statements by 
various officials who have been 
working on the problems Involved. 


S. L, Jones, chief engineer in 


charge of stream pollution control 
for the Tennessee department of 
public health, expressed confidence 
that Bowater's engineers 
would 


work out a waste-treatment pro- 


, gram which would eliminate any 


possibility of harm to fish life. 
- The public health official noted 
that "paper mill waste is hard to 
treat to cut out all undesirable 
elements, particularly as to color 
and odor." 


If the Bowater plant is located 


at Charleston — and there seems 
to be little r.eason to believe it 
will not be at this time — the 
Charleston-Calhoun area residents 
can expect their entire region to 
be permeated constantly with the 
"perfume" of boiled cabbage. In
